ME. BLAINE BEFORE THE FOREIGN Ar- 
FAIRS COMMITTEE. 


When Mr. Blaine stood before the House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs yesterday 
morning and lifted his hand to take the 
oath he seemed to be in better health than 
for some time past. The pallor of his face, 
which has been very marked since the as- 
sasination of President Garfield, has given 
way to a slight color, which was not due to 
the occasion, but is a permanent sign of re- 
turning health and spirits. ‘The air of pro- 
found dejection and melancholy which was 
very eeable in him, even at as late a 

as the delivery of his eulogy op Gar- 
field, when his mind was much occupied by 
the circumstances of the President’s death, 
has been replaced by something of his old 
vivacity and cheerfuinss. 

Mr. Blaine has been defisively styled by 
his political opponents “the magnetic states- 
man.“ If by magnetism is meant the qual- 
ity of persuasiveness, which is one of the 
elements of true oratory, Mr. Blaine is cer- 
tainly magnetic inahigh degree. He had 
not finished his statement yesterday before 
he had convineed everybody in the room 
that Shipherd was an arrant humbug, that 
the Cochet claim was a mere bubble blown 
to gigantic proportions by the lies of its chief 
promoter, and that the action of the State 
Department with reference to it was aigni- 
fied, upright, and intelligent. Mr. Blaine 
never saw or heard of Shipherd and the 
Cochet claim until July %, three weeks 
after the President was shot. He had but 
two interviews with him, and hever ex- 
changed a word with him save in the pres- 
ente of Senator Blair, of New Hamp- 
shire. He tolerated him and listened 
patiently to what he had to say 
because he was introduced by Sena- 
tor Blair, and pretended to number 
among his “ counsel ”’ ex-Senators Conkling, 
Boutwell, Cragin, and Judge Robertson of 
New York. Shipherd even produced an al- 
leged legal opinion from Mr. Evarts which 
subsequent investigation showed was a for- 
gery. He claimed that he had the financial 
> backing of August Belmont, Seligman, Mor- 
ton, Bliss & Co., and other firms of equal 
standing in New York. He indulged gen- 
erally in the extravagant and lying preten- 
sions with reference to prominent men in 
all parts of the country which were lately 
exposed in the publication of his correspond- 
ence. Mr. Blaine had no means of knowing 
whether these assertions were true or not, 
but he could not reasonably presume that 
they were manufactured out of whole cloth 
by one who had established a prima-facie 
title to credence by bringing with him, as his 
avowed friend and counsel, a Senator of the 
United States. But this introduction and the 
great array of names whieh Shipherd miade 
did not have the effect to swerve Blaine or 
the State Department by one hair’s breadth 
from the line of duty: They only enabled 
Shipherd to obtain a standing sufficient 
to permit him to state his case His 


| préteisions were ridiculed from the out- 


set, and the State Department did not 
give him one particle of aid or comfort at 
any time. 

Shipherd, in his testimony before the com- 
mittee, had the andacity to say that he in- 
formed Biaine at the first interview, July 25, 
of thé corrupt offer of $250,000 worth of 
moonshine stock to Hurlbut, then in Peru. 
The statement was inctedible on its face. 
As Blaine said yesterday, It was an abso- 
lute, de le, uniiifitigated. irredeemable 
lie.” It was simply ineonceivable that such 
ah avowal sfiould have been made to the 
Secretary of State of the United States in the 
presence of a Senator of the United States 
by an unknown and obscure attorney at a 
first interview. Aside from this inherent 
improbability, Blaine disproved it absolutely 
from other sources. Shipherd testified, as 
may be seen in the printed report, that he 
had informed all his counsel of this corrupt 
proposinon to Hurlbut, and of the fact that 
he had told Blaine about it. Blaine pro- 
duced letters yesterday from all the counsel 
named by Shipherd in the prospectus of the 
Peruvian Company denying in the ‘Wibst em- 
phatic and unqualified terms that they, or 
any of them, had ever been informed of any 
such thing. 

But it was when hé came to speak of Ship- 
herd’s testimony ting to the “ President 
that was” that Mr. Blaine became most elo- 
quent and indignant.

WHITEWASHING A KENTUCKY BOURBON. 
One of the poorest jobs of whitewashing 
on record has just been finished by the Dem- 
ocratic State Central Committee of Ken- 
tucky, although in justice to those who did 
the work p must be said that the contract 
undertaken by them was a very extensive 
and naturally difficult one. Not long ago 
charges were made that Capt. J. T. Henry, 
who is so representative a Bourbon that he 
was the unanimous choice of his party for 
the nomination for Clerk of the Court of 
Appeals, had been conducting himself in a 
manner which even the lax morality of a 
Democratic camp would scarcely tolerate. 
The allegations were that on March W. 
in the Willard Hotel at Louisville, the 
martial Mr. Henry had, while under the 
exhilarating influence of Kentucky’s favorit 
beverage, which bears the same name as 
does the party in which Henry is a shining 
light, interspersed his conversation on the 
current topics of the day with achoice assort- 
ment of language notable only for its obsceni- 
ty; and it was further charged that, not con- 
tent with this exhibition of his Bourponism, 
the Captain proceeded to inaugurate one of 
so realistic a character that in most com- 
munities it would have resulted in his arrest 
and prosecution on a serious criminal charge. 
Of course it was necessary, when the talk of 
this episode became general, that an investi- 
gation should be had, and the Democratic 
State Central Committee proceeded to hold 
one. Itis hardly necessary to state that the 
beleaguered Bourbon was promptly rescued 
by his admiring compatriots from the murky 
¢clouds of scandal which enveloped him, 
and set upon a conspicuous pin- 
nacle of th Democratic party edi- 
fice—a shining example to the younger 
generation of Kentucky Bourbons and a liv- 
ing witness of the beneficial effects of Ken- 
tucky whitewash liberally applied. The re- 
port of the committee which officially re- 
stored the virgin purity of Capt. Henry’s 
character is a curious document, and one 
that every Kentucky Bourbon should have 
framed and carefully preseryed in the fam- 
ily as a precious heirloom to be guarded 
with care and studied by coming generations 
of Blue-Grass Democrats with the same ven- 
eration that the child of the Arab peruses 
the fateful words of the Koran. The com- 
mittee, after prefacing their remarks by a 
letter from Capt. Henry in which he admits 
having been very drunk on the evening in 
question and pleads general irresponsibility 
on the ground of too much sour mash in his 
system, say hat We agree fully with Capt. 
Henry that it is very unfortunate that he be- 
came intoxicated,’’ and further remark that:

That a true Kentuckian should so far for- 
get the responsibilities of his birth as to 
allow whisky to affect him is indeed sad, 
and the grief of the State Centra! Committee 
is of 80 sacred and personal a character that 
its precincts should not be ruthlesly in- 
truded upon by a heaftless world, but the re- 
port of the sorrow-stricken Bourbon leaders 
is so widely at variance with some of the 
testimony presented to them that some refer- 
ence to the matter is excusable, even in this 
time of general mourning. For instance, 
Mr. J. T. Sanders, who is clerk of the Willard 
Hotel, testified that: 


Capt. T. J. Henry and Mr. Lee Chambers came 
into the hotei about half- t 8 o'clock on the 
night of the 2th of March last. Capt. Henry 
came to the counter and entered into conversa- 
tion with me. In the course of this conversa- 
tion Capt. Henry used improper language; I 
mean improper in the sense that it was not lan- 

uage which should be usedin public, or where 
adies might hear it. 1 asked him to abstain 
from such language, suggesting that ladies 

hear Him. he did not repeat the lau- 


guage. 

Mr. W. D. King said that at the time men- 
tioned by the other witnesses Capt. Henry’s 
dress was somewhat disarranged.” Why 
the committee omitted to take notice of this 
testimony is not clear, but probably the fact 
that a Kentuckian allowed himself to be 
floored in a wrestling match with Robertson 
County whisky was a topic of so absorbing a 
nature that the matter to investigate which 
they were assembled passed wholly from 
their minds. 

But perhaps the most ludicrous feature of 
the whole affair is the attitude assumed by the 
Louisville Courter-Journal, which devotes a 
column and a half editorial to the case. After 
picturing Capt. Henry as an inexperienced 
and childlike person (he is 40), who came to 


whisky, Mr. Watterson pathetically remarks: 


Under thése circumstances we submit not 
a one to the Magnanimity of Kentuckians, but 
to their sense of justice, whether for the of- 
fense named he should be outiawed: We shail 
not burden this piain statement with an argu- 
ment. That is made by the facts themseives. 
Nor shall we stigmatize the wrong which has 
been attempted against this inexperienced and 
upassuming mountain boy, who has perpetrated 
the monstrous crime of being the nominee of 
his party for an honorable and lucrative office. 


The “inexperienced and unassuming moun- 
tain boy” need not be alarmed. A Demo- 
cratic jury has decided that his only fault 
lies in being unable to witnstand the effects 
of Louisville whisky. This is indeed a se- 
rious weakness in a Democratic candidate, 
but it is nota crime.

The latest reports about New York politics 
outline a program which is not at all in- 
consistent with previous rumors that Mr.

whoever conceived it. But it is also a bold 
one, and a considerable amount of “ nerve” 
will be required to assure its success. It in- 
volves 4 breach with Gen. Grant and Roscoe 
Conkling, both of whom are New Lor! 
candidates for the Presidential nomination in 
1834, and many persons will be inclined to 
doubt whether Arthur has the courage to 
break with these two eminent Stalwarts. On 
the other hand, it may be that the success of 
the “ machine” in the past under Arthur’s 
direction has given him and his intimate 
friends so much confidence in his manage 
ment that they are willing to strike out in- 
dependéntly of the chief beneficiaries of for- 
mer campaigns, anti make a bold effort to 
Secure the principal prizes for themselves. 

There are certain conditions which make 
this story plausible, and others which cast a 
doubt upon it, 

Arthur, who was a power in New York 
City politics before his accidental elevation 
to the Presidency, is undoubtedly mare of a 
power now than ever. He is probably able 
te manipulate the changes which are pre- 
dicted, even including the retirement of Col- 
lector Robertson upon the assurance of be- 
ing nominated for Governor. Robertson is 
known to bea working politician, and be- 
lieved to be ready for any trade which offers 
a personal profit: The warm support ex- 
tended to him by the anti-Conkling wing of 
the Republican party during the quarrel 
over his appointment as Collector was not 
due to any special confidenee the Liberals 
reposed in him personally, but to the 
principle of executive independence which 
was involved in his confirmation, and 
which was of the utmost importance 
to Garfield and Garfield’s friends. At the 
same time Robertson was the leader of the 
Blaine revolt against Conkling dictation in 
1880, and it is well known that Biaine’s 
friends are usually attached to him too 
strongly to be bought away from him. 
Robertson’s personality in the scheme out- 
lined furnishes at once a reason for and also 
a reason against accepting it as correct. So 
far as Grant and Conkling are concerned, it 
may be that Arthur feels he has discharged 
all reasonable obligations to those chieftains, 
and proposes to work for himself in the fut- 
ure. When he nominated Conkling to the 
Supreme Bench, the latter’s declination cer- 
tainly released him from any further vassal- 
age to the great irreconcilable, and the last 
batch of appointmetits were notoriously 
made to please Grant. Hence Arthur is in 
better shape to proceed without special au- 
thority from Grant or Conkling, and even in 
opposition to their individual political inter- 
ests, than he would be if he had acted inde- 
pendently of them heretofore. The project 
of running a “ Half-Breed” for Governor 
of New York (whether Robertson or some 
one else be selected) is undoubtedly a shrewd 
thing to do at this time. Ik that shall be 
done under Arthur’s direction it will give 
the latter the credit fora desire to harmon- 
ize the factions of his State, and if a “ Half- 
Breed ” candidate be defeated in the face of 
an honest effort on the part of the ma- 
ehine”’ to elect him the Arthur faction will 
be in a position to claim that none but 
Stalwarts must be put on guard.” Rob- 
ertson’s nomination as the Administra- 
tion candidate for Governor would certainly 
place the independent “scratehers” in an 
awkward position; they could not seratch 
him very well, though they would be in- 
clined to eondemn the auspices under which 
he would run. 

The situation suggested by this plan is 
rather complicated, but there is one view 
of the matter which brushes away 
much of the e¢onfusion. All the in- 
trignes which Mr. Arthur may make 
to secure the Presidential nomination in 
1884 are very likely to misearry. All 
the manipulations of New York politics 
which he may devise, whatever the result 
may be, are likely to be regarded by the next 
National Convention as confirmatory of the 
general impression now prevailing that the 
Republican party in its National affairs 
should free itself from New York factional 
influences. Mr. Arthur may manage New 
York campaigns. He may form afliances 
with this or that faction of the Democrats. 
He may sacrifice some of his old associates 
er conciliate some of his old enemies in the 
party for personal ends. He may secure 
control of the State Committee and even the 
New York delegation to the National Con- 
vention. But after doing all this his claims 
upon the attention of the convention of 1884 
may be as insignificant as Conkling’s were 
in 1876 and as hopeless as Grant’s in 1880. 
More than two years remain in whith to 
hear from the “country districts.”

BOGUS STAR-ROUTE PROSECUTIONS. 

Mr. Ker, one of the Philadelphia lawyers 
employed by Attorney-General Brewster in 
the star-route cases, makes a lame effort to 
explain the quashing of the indictment 
against Rerdell, fn associate thief of Brady 
and Dorsey. This person was indicted 
as M. C. Rerdell,” and upon application 
under the name of “Montford C. Rerdell” 
Judge Wylie, of the District Court, dismissed 
the ease on the ground tha there can be no 
goud indictment under initials merely with- 
out some explanation why they were used. 
Mr. Ker says that Rerdell signed all his 
bonds and papers in the star-route transac- 
tions as M. C. Rerdell, and that neither he 
(Ker), who drew the indictment, nor the 
grand jury which returned it, had any means 
of knowing what the Christian name was, 
and also that Rerdell refused to furnish 
his Christian name. Mr. Ker seems 
to think this to be a sufficient excuse for the 
error which is made. But Judge Wylie 
pointed out distinctly that if the indictment 
had set forth that Rerdell had been known 
as M. ©. Rerdell,“ and that it had been im- 
possible to learn bis Christian name, then it 
would have been good. Mr. Ker, therefore, 
should tell how he came to omit the ex- 
planation from the indictment which he is 
so ready to make now that the indictment 
has been found defective and the case thrown 
out of court. Was it ignorance, carelesness, 
or something worse? 

There is a growing suspicion that these 
star-route cases are all gving to fail in some 
such way. From the very beginning there 
have been suspicious lapses in the prosecu- 
tion. In the first place, all effort to procure 
indictments was postponed until after the 
statute Of limitations applied to the most 
flagrant of the cases, Then the Government 
through its ¢ounsel, and apparently with 
the purpose of aliaying pubiic indignation, 
proceeded by information, which was duly 
thrown out of court. New indictments were 
found on the basis of less conclusive evi- 
dence applying to different cases. Some of 
these have new been allowed to fail (for Rer- 
dell’s ease was not the only one quashed 
by the court) by failing to comply with 
the most common and universal ts 
of an indictment. The promise Her-

THE NEW OUTBREAK OF NIHILISM. 

While Russia appears quiet upon the sur- 
face, there are ominous signs of trouble 
brewing, especially among the Nihilists. The 
recent trial of twenty-two of these agitators 
and their condemnation, and the discovery of 
certain documents which it was supposed 
placed the secret membership within the 
power of the Government, were taken as cer- 
tain indications that the agitators at last 
were in the toils ot the law and could not 
perpetrate any further mischief. It is even 
said that the Czar and Gen, Ignatieff, the late 
Minister of the Interior, exchanged con- 
gratulatory communications upon the ex- 
tinetion of Nihilism so far as it was actively 
dangerous to the Government. On the very 
day of their congratulations, however, an in- 
cident occurred which showed the folly 
of their anticipations. Strielnikoff, the 
Public Prosecutor, was struck down by 
an assasin in broad daylight while 
he was walking the streets in Odessa. The 
cireumstanees show that the plot was care- 
fully laid, and that the assasin had his ac- 
complices ready to consummate the work if 
he failed. He was not captured by the po- 
lice until after a desperate struggle, and it 
is significant that the populace were 80 
apathetic that no one in the great crowds 
came to the help of the police. 

The Czar has now been upon his throne a 
year, and, contrary to the counsels of such 
wise and prudent statesmen as Gen. Meli- 
koff, he determined te carry out his father’s 
policy and suppress the revolutionists by co- 
ercion. This fresh crime, thé numerous ar- 
rests made afew days ago, the discovery of 
more mines, and the uneoncern of the peo 
ple show that the policy has failed and that 
the revolutionists are more active than ever. 
An English resident in St. Petersburg con- 
tributes a letter to the Pall Mall Gazette, in

In this class there is a constantly-growing 
spirit of resistanee to the absolute authority 
of the Czar, as well as a determination to 
have representation in some form, or at least 
that administration of their own local affairs 
which was promised them by the Czar when 
he first assumed authority—a promise which 
he broke almost as soon as it was made un- 
der the counsels of Ignatieff. Should this 
class rise and assert their rights in 4 firm but 
peaceful manuer the pressure would be so 
powerful that he eould hardly resistit. He 
would have no excuse for adopting summary 
measures, as in the ease of the Nihilists, and 
were he surrounded by wise counselors he 
could easily restore order in his Empire. 
The means of securing this result were laid 
before him immediately after the death of his 
father by Gen. Melikoff, but he yielded to other 
counsels offered him by the crafty Ignatieff, 
who was ambitious for power, and Melikoff 
was compelled to resign. It is now reported 
that he has consulted Melikoff with reference 
to his approaching coronation, and that Ig- 
natieff has resigned his position as Minister 
of the Interior. It is within the limits of 
possibility, therefore, that he has seen his 
error and is convinced that the coercive pol- 
icy is a failure, and that, in order to allay 
notonly the revolutionary agitation of the 
Nihilists, but the réstlesness and discontent 
which are so rapidly spreading among the 
middle class in the cities and the large agri- 
cultural population, he must make some con- 
cessions to them. That is the only solution 
of the Russian problem in any event. If he 
falls to solve it in that way, it will be only a 
question of time when his father's fate will 


overtake him.

REDUCING THE TARIFF IN SPAIN. 

Spain has been 80 long in & comatose state 
that anything indicating a vigor in commer- 
cial or political life has been a surprise, not 
only to the Spanish people, but to all other 
countries. Spain has but recently passed 
through an ahimated struggle concerning 
her commercial relations, which, owing to 
her prolonged lifelesness, has given but little 
promise of a prosperous outcome. 

Spain’s commercial policy has beén mainly 
of an antediluvian character, and the present 
Ministry, in proposing changes od an ad- 
vaticed character, has caused a most surpris- 
ing agitation, in which the extremest theories 
have been advocated and the strangest polit- 
ical combinations have been attempted. 

Fifteen months ago Senor Camacho entered 
Sefior Sagasta’s Cabinet and took charge of 
the national finances. Spanish finances have 
been for half a century in a chaotic state, and 
the new Minister undertook to bring order 
out of chaos, and to establish some degree of 
national credit and national responsibility, 
The first thing he undertook was to reduce 
the debt to some kind of order, and to con- 
vert the foreign debt into some fixed condi- 
tion. From time immemorial there has been 
a deficit in the annual revenués as compared 
with. the annual expenditures, and financial 
matters have been rather loosely allowed 
to take care of themselves. He undertook to 
limit expenditures and provide for new, reg- 
ular, and #ystematized revenues. By proper 


taxation he undertook to make his budget of |: 


revenue and expenses balance. His proposed 
reductions of expense have produced even 
more bitter opposition than his proposed in- 
crease of taxes. Among other things he pro- 
posed a commercial treaty with France, 
which has become the great purchaser of 
Spanish wines, but Catalonia, of which Bar- 
celona is the manufacturing seat, has gone 
wild at the prospect of admitting any French 
manufactures into Spain. At present for- 
eign manufactures are practically excluded. 
This proposition to establish financial reform 
in Spain has convulsed the nation, and the 
political agitation has -been directed against 
the Minister who has proposed it. 

Barcelona, the second city in Spain, 
though democratic, is crazed on the pro- 
tection question, Her people want to make 
cotton goods for all Spain, and, with this ex- 
clusive market, Barrelona does not care a 
pin whether the rest of Spain can sell any of 
its productions or not. She is oppused to all 
commerce with foreign countries, ne pre 
poses a commercial treaty wien France. 
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against it, | 


These demonstrations have been continued 
in various parts of Spain. In addition to the 
protectionists, who refuse to see anything be- 
yond their own selfish interests, the great 
bodies of people concerned in the reduction 
of offices and salaries, and in public boun- 
ties, and the Carlists, and all the discontent- 
ed factions who have been opposed to the 
Liberal Government, have united to break 
down the Ministry. The City of Madrid, 
which like the City of Washington lives on 
the spoliation of the nation, has also united 
against the Government. The whole exports 
of Spain are about $120,000,000 a year, of 
which about one-half is of wine, and under 
the proposed treaty with France this wine 
trade will be greatly inereased. All the ag- 
grieved interests and all the Bourbon hatreds 
and prejudices have waged vigorous war 
against the Finance Minister, and Spain has 
had an agttation and a discussion which have 
been unknown there for years. 

On Sunday last the great question was de- 


termined in the Cortes. After a debate un- 


equaled in Spain, the vote was taken, and the 
treaty of commerce with France was ratified 
by a vote of 237 to 59. After this decided 
vote in favor of the treaty itis probable that 
the Ministry will be able to carry out their 
reforms in the financial government ot 
Spain.

In a recent issue of Tun Tum refer- 
ence was made to the disagreement between the 
Senate and the House regarding the appropria- 
tion for fast mail facilities. The House made 
an appropriation of $500,000 for necessary and 
special mail facilities on trunk lines.” The 
Senate increased the amount to $650,000, and 
provided that it should be ratably distributed 
thruughout the country. The Bouse refused to 
concur in the amendment, and a conference 
committee on its part, iueludmg among others 
Caswell, of Wisconsin, and Cannon, of Ulinois, 
insisted on adherence to the proposition of the 
House. Tur Tatum, m commenting on this, 
said that it was nard to imagine what these 
Western men were thinking of when they in- 
sisted on rejecting the Senate amendment and 
adhering to the policy of giving a few Bastern 
lines the exclusive benefit of the appropriation. 

It is now stated in explanation of the course 
of these gentiemen that the House gave all that 
the Postmaster-General asked for in his esti- 
mates, and they do not think it good policy to 
appropriate more than a department aske for. 
But the principal difference in the conference 
committee grew out ot the language of the 
Senate amendment, which requires the fund to 
be ratably distributed on rafiroad lines leading 
to and from the principal cities in the different 
sections of the United States, The Postmaster- 
General thinks, it is stated, that the language of 
this proposed amendment would require him to 
divide up the appropriation throughout all the 

States. This would so scatter the fund as to 
make it of little value to the country, and the 
service would not be effectual in any part of the 
United States. It is said to be the plan of the 
Postmaster-General to have an initial point 
New York, for instance—and extend the service 
from that point as faras the appropriation will 
permit. It is expected, if it is left to the discre- 
tion of the Postmaster-Gen that he will ex- 
tend the fast mail west Chicago to Kansas 
City, Omaha, and St. Paul. and secure a fast mai! 
through to the Pacifie coast, and also have a fast 
line to New Orleans for the benefit of the South. 

On the other band, it is claimed chat it the 
Senate amendment is adopted the money will be 
diverted from the trunk lines and secdttered 
over all parts of the country. In this event, to 
make the service valuab e will require at least 
$1,000,000. The conferees on the part of the 
House claim to desire a fast mail west aud south 
of Chicago, and it is to secure this that they are 
struggiing to keep the fund together so as to 
make it effectual.

The 
rapid spread of the disease is attributed 
to the exposure of the bedding, clothing, etc., 
belonging to the Fraunhboff family in close prox- 
imity to a frequented thoroughfare without 
disinfection or other precaution. On Friday a 
general panic reigned. Many citizens fied from 
the city, and the neighboring towns established 
quarantine. Very imprudentiy, children from 
the infected houses were also seat away. The 
Common Council, at its seasion on Friday night, 
otdered all schools churches to be closed, 


gthened by the addition of 
two pnysicians, and active and vigorous meas- 
ures were instituted to arrest the further spread 
of the pest. Up to this date only two cases have 
been removed to tue hospital, but since then 
fifteen more have been removed, and this morn- 
ing orders were given to add another ward to 
the bospital. Vaccination has been made com- 
pulsory. Every effort has been made to isolate 
the cases not removed. Special policemen have 
been detailed to guard the premises of such, 
and the infected houses bave been fumigated 
and thoroughly cleansed. Sawyer & Moody 
have ordered the immediate vaccination 
of all their quarrymen, and the man- 
agers o the rolling-milis and ether 
establishments will be urged to do the same. It 
is uncertain to what extent the infection bas 
been spread, but, under the present oo 
administration,it is believed the disease will soon 
be brought under control. ‘The Secretary so far 
approves of the measures now enforced that he 
advised -that*the public schools should be re- 
opened, stipulating, however, that inspectors be 
detailed to see that the school vaccination order 
has been complied with by all those in at- 
tendance. Had this order been faithfuily 
obeyed there would have been no occasion for 
interfering with the schools. The Secretary 
directed the President of the Township Board of 
Health to cooperate with the Joliet authorities 
in enforet the rules and regulations of the 
State Board of Health.

The History of the Garfield Floral 
Tributes—A Badly Mixed-Up Case. 

On the 27th of January last Anna Gettz Lucas 
fileda bill in the Superior Court against Anna 
L. Child, Sedgwick 8. Hull, and H. Derward 
Hull, setting out that she is engaged in the busi- 
ness of preserving natural flowers, and that she 
has copies of the principal floral tributes which 
were used at the obsequies of the late President 
Garfield.

It is simple justice, theref 
and necessary to our protection, that we shoul 
know the percentage of each quality in a lot of 
lumber purchased, and that we should not be 
subjected io tisk and uncertainty on this point. 
The system of sales in this market is based on 
Sagivaw i „ and we must decline to buy 
otherwise. At the same time we are anxious to 
cooperate witk manufacturers to exciude in- 
competent and inex perieuced inspectors.

Another River Steamer Takes Fire and 
Burns Many of Her Passengers.

JACKSONVILLE, Fia., April .- At 40’clock 
this morning the fire-bells of Jacksonville were 
rung, and the few people who lazily left their 
beds to extinguish a small fire in the 
suburbs of che city saw another blaze 
Shining up the river, the appalling import of 
which they did not at first understand. It was 
not until daylight that the relief steamer George 
M. Bird brougm to the city the terri- 
ble mews that the steamer City of 
Sanford had been burned to the 
water's edge within full sight of her destination. 
The Bird brought with her the charred remains 
of four persous whe had been burned to death 
and five others who nad been drowned near her 
sides.

on the St. John’s River. The river for a hun- 
dred yards around was white with sail-voats, 
yachts, and row-boats dragging and diving for 
drowned and burned victims of the catastrophe. 
Amid the excited groups of survivors the clear- 
est-headed man appeared to be the purser of 
the lost steamer, Mr. J. Stead, of New York.

THE FOLLOWING STORY: ‘ 

Just as the City of Sanford rounded the Point 
La Vista, four miles on a straight stretch from 
Jacksonville, fre was discovered in the 
bunkers among the wood alongside the boiler, 
and doubtless origigating from tne engine. The 
alarm was quickiy given by the fireman, who at 
once awakened Purser Stead, who rushed 
through the saloon to the cabins to wake the 
passengers, 

BURSTING IN SEVERAL OF THE DOORS 
in his efforts to arouse the sleepers. Some of 
the passengers assert that the Purser told them 
to take their time, but he denies the truth of the 
statement. Before the Purser could get back 
to his cabin to save the steamer’s books, papers, 
etc., the saloon was filled with smoke, and the 
stairway leading tothe main deck enveloped in 
a sheet of fame. The Captain, as soon as be 
comprehended the  situauon, immediately 
rushed up to the pilot-house, beaded his boat 
inshore, and grounded her in three feet of water 
within thirty feet of the shore. By this time the

WRAPPED IN FLAMES, 
the northeast wind sweeping them through ber 
tore and aft. The passengers were up in va- 
rious stages of apparel. A group of tive was 
on the rear deck, where the Cap- 
tain urged them to leap overboard into 
the shallow water.

SPRANG OVERBOARD AND EXTRICATED HER. 
Mr. Ireland, who jumped after her, was caugnt 
in the wheel, and was also rescued by Capt. 
Roberts. Mrs. Ireland and her little daughter 
ana Mrs. Keep and her little son 
were then left on the deck. The 
ladies were about to jump overboard when 
the two children, seizea with panic at the heat 
and the fearful surroundings, ran back into the 
blazing saloon, and mother’s love, stronger than 
fear of death, urged the two ladies after them. 
TAB FOUR DISAPPEARED IN THE FIERY 
PURNACE 
and were burned to a crisp. Their remains were 
found afterward under their respective state- 
rooms. They were but charred and blackened 
trunks, grasping the almost unrecognizable 
bodies of their children

Innocent Property-Owners 
Nolled. 


The convicted gamblers went into the Orim- 
inal Court yesterday morning with a hope of 
being able to play a ueat little confidence game 
on Judge Gary, and thereby turn the tide of 
public ridicule from themselves to the Judge 
who had imposed so severe penalties upon them. 
The man selected to “play bis Honor for a 
sucker” was Joseph Martin, a smooth-faced and 
bland young gambier, and a talented mimic, 
who, if he had not discovered an easier 
way of earning a living in gambling, 
would be undoubtedly, as he was once upon a 
time, one of the joliiest, shrewdest,and most 
successful confidence operators in the country. 
Martin was one of a number of convicted gam- 


blers who, by their own request, had sentences. 


deferred until yesterday. It was nearly noon 
before the gaming cases were reached, how- 
ever, but Martin was on the alert all the while, 
and promptly when his case, which was first on 
the docket, was called, he stepped up as close as 
be could get to Judge Gary's desk, and signified 
that be had something to say. 

The Court smiled benignantly upon the young 
man, and advised him to say his little say so that 
all migut hear, and to that end directed him to 
the open space on the floor which is a sort of 
racé-track for contesting lawyers when they 
have a case to argue before a jury, 

Martin took the piace indicated, then at once 
struck a posture which would have become one 
of the old saints or martyrs.

„Seventeen years ago R. B. Bowler was killed 
inarunaway accident at Cincinnati. He was 
estimated at that time to be worth over $2,000,- 
000, owning a large majority of the stock of the 
Kentucky Central Kailway, which he left to bis 
wife, two sons, and three daugbters. George H. 
Pendletun and Elliott H. Pendleton were made 
Trustees of the estate and managed it, they be- 
ing brothers of Mrs. Bowler. During the whole 
time of the management, which covered a pe- 
riod of over teen years, he never made any re- 
port of its condition, as the court records will 
‘show, and as they were required to ao by law in 
the way of statements to the Probate Judge. 
Durinp aii this time the Bowler beirs lived eco- 
pomicaily, and got very meagre returns 
from the estate. Something like four years’ 
ago Mrs. Bowler died, and der son, 
George Howler, accompanied by his wite 
and Mies May Bowler, went to Europe. George 
died there, and hie wife, who became one of the 
heirs, and May Bowler returned home. This left 
three 212 wife, May, and the younger 
son. When the ladies came back they were de- 
sirous of a settlement of the business, and were 
very much annoyed when they learued that they 
would have only $200,000 or 000 each. The 
Pendletons bad eaten it up by large fees and 
salaries, George getting $10,000 per year as Pres- 
ident. Elliott H. Pendieton, banker, bad charge 
of the financial part of the transaction, and it 
was conside he would be a man for 
such a trust, and George, with his legal abilities, 
it was thought, would look well after the inter- 
ests of the Kentucky railroad and the heirs. 
When the heirs found they had only 
$200,000 or $300,000 each, they made a 
decided kick and declared they would not be 
satistied with the report, and made prepara- 
tions to go to law, for this purpose retaining the 
law firm of Kittridge, Ottalow & Shoemaker, 
and the Pendietons retained William Ramsey 
and Isaac Jordon. After some time, if order to 
shut off the scandal, the case was compromised. 
May and George's widow got $300,000 cach. As 
the young man did not join with the women the 
terms with bim are not known.

“Reuben R. Springer, David R. Linton, and

Springer, Linton, Perin, and ether 
large estates have ail quadrupled ia value 
since Bowler died, but the latter's estate has 
quadrupled in the wrong direction. George H. 
Pendleton bad some money of his own, but 
those who are in best positions to know intimate 
that he got a great share of his wealth from the 
Bowler estate. He lived in fine styie in Clitton. 
has been e in litics for considerable 
time, and must have spent an immense amount 
of money. 

“Prior to the settlement with the Bowler 
heirs the Kentucky Central Road was sold to C. 
P. Hunt ton and associates and Albert Netter, 

ker, and now interested in the Beit Railroad 
bill in the Ohio Legislature, and he banded over 
in cash to the Pendietons at one time $1,500,000 
as p of the Bowler interest in the Ken- 
tucky Central, and Frank, sou of George H.

Political Effect and Certain Fail- 
ure of the Attempt. 


Cincinnatt Commercial, Aprti 23. 

We have the pleasure of printing another 
amiable letter from Mr. Thomas McDougall. We 
assume that he must be happy over his produc- 
tion, for he condescends to be humorous. 

His birthplace we have referred to for a pur- 
pose that is not disrespectful. After Ohio, Scot- 
land is about as good a place as one could select 
for his birth—that is to say, if one could pick 
out his birthplace. 

We refer to Scotland because it is famous for 
the Bible and the Bottle, and the two o to- 
gether shoulder to-snpuider if not hand in händ; 
and Sunday is especially a celebrated and care- 
fully-guarded institution. 

Now, we have been in Scotch cities and villages 
on Sundays, and they are incomparably worse 
for drunkenness than places of like proportions 
in Germany or France. 

There is much less riotous Staking end de- 
bauchery on Sundays in the cities of Conti- 
nent than in those of the British islands. Mr. 
Thomas McDo li came from Southern Scot- 
land, and Mr. Richard Smith, of the Gazette, 
trom Northern Ireland. The great cities of 
those parts of the isiandsin question are Glas- 
gow and Belfast, and there are no places upon 
earth where strong drink rages on Sunday to 
a more frightful extent thao in those cities. 
The German and Freuch towas where Sunday is 
a holiday without restraint, and workingmen 
have as a rule the option of work or recreation, 
are comparatively orderly and decent. So we 
say we prefer the German or Freach Sunday to 
the day as celebrated in Scotland and Ireland. 


Why do not the Sunday laws of Scotland make 


the day one of sobriety and boliness? Why do 
the free Germans behave themselves at home 
on Sundays as on other days, with their beer? 

But we are told the people who come here 
from Germany and other countries must do as 
wedo. Inagreat many particulars we are of 
opinion they should not. We have bad habits 
into which we should be sorry to see the Ger- 
mans and other enligntened peopie fall. Prob- 
ably we shall, in the long run, gather as much 
good from the Germans as they can pick up in 
following our example. There are lessons of 
thrift that we would be giad to have native 
Americans learn from the Germans, and habits 
of profligacy in the use of fuel and food, Ha- 
grant in America, that we sbould be sorry to 
have them acquire. 

But we are told that there is something sacred, 
and solemn, and sublime, holy, and awful about 
the laws. r. McDougall launches at us the 
dreadful word crime. Hecriesaioud and spares 
not touching crime. We send a squad of local 

liticians to Columbus once a year to make 
aws. Thia squad meets other squads, and they 
fall into deliberation. Each court-house ring 
sends a ringster Representative. They get into 
loud-smelling transactions, and neglect the pub- 
lic concerns. There is au good deal of business 
legisiation wanted. The squads of ward voll- 
ticians and court-bouse ringsters, organized‘ac- 
cording to the most impudent lobby intiuences, 
and negligent of the real interests of the ple, 
and, sofar as ep bane Republicans, indifferert 
to the pled of ir party, pass a crude liquor 
law, and another chunk to the mass of the 
Sunday so-calied laws that have been dead for 
a — of a century. 

resto, we are toid these acts of legislation 
convert at once — * of the majority ot tho 
peopie of this grea city into crimes, and not 
only is the community soaked in crime, there is 
a generanon of criminals to deal with. We may 
be permitted to dissent from all this. The new 
law that is to be dis ed is no more binding 
than tne old ones that have been nullified. 

There is a higher law of public opinion, and 
that brands Mr. McDougall’s criminal code as 
cuipable foolishness. r. McDougall does not 
euforce the sanctity of law by his mild applica- 
tion of the words crime and criminals, but be 
makes bis hard words and his harsh laws alike 
cheap. If Mr. McDougail’s definition of crime 
is correct we are all crimin 

Mr. McDougall and his kind never know when 
tostop. There will — be somebody want- 
ing discipline. If the saloons were sealed, the 
railways and steamers, the elevators and tele- 

hones, the telegraph and the post-office, the 
ce and milk. wagons, the Sunday newspapers, 
private carriages and kitchen servants, present 
anillimitable field fur aggressive Sabbatarian 
activity. In the end, uo one could geta cup of 
hot coffee on Sunday without being a criminal. 

Glloness in ten us precisely what thi 
decome American citizens, and what things do 
not become them, is a characteristic of our citi- 
zens who desire to reform their neighbors 
through restrictive and coercive legisiation re- 
garding — 12 and customs. We 
are not aware tany particular class of per- 
sons has the authority by Divine appointment 
to deciare that which is becoming. he Maine- 
Law Probibitionists and the Biue-Law Sabba- 
tarians, have no. — with the Almighty’s seal 
and stamp on the medicine they furnish for 
mankind. 

The Republican party needs the inspiration of 
bemg right, we are told. Very weil. It has 
done a good deal.

Loxpox, April 10.—The British Government 
has arrived at an acute crisis in its relauons with 
Ireland of the gravest character. The emer- 
gency is believed by many to involve the Na- 
tional life. The British Union is just as impor- 
tant to this people as the American Union was 
for those who defended it. it may be that En- 
giana is not defending its Union in the wisest 
way. However that may be, Americans ought 
not to make any mistake about the situation. 
It is a revolution which, uncbecked, might set 
up at the very doors of England a hostile 
and papal Contederacy, menacing to the 
freedom of Eugiish institunons, Even 
home rule implies a large increase of military 
defenses, and of taxes to support them, in this 
country. The extreme Riband party threatens 
all English possessions in Ireland, or else per- 
petual ighting for their protecuon. A nation 
cupuot incur such dangerous changes without 
making every effort to escape their woret re- 
sults. That effort it is now making. There 
ougbt to be enough large-mindedness in the 
United States to look iuto the beart of the mat- 
ter.

TWENTY-ONE KNOTS. 


Capt. Lundborg’s Scheme for Fast 
Steamers on, the Atlantic — Twin 
Screws and Powerful Engines. 

New York Herald. Aprti 22. 

The recent tripof the Alaska, which crossed 
the Atlantic in little more than 174 Wours-—an 
average speed of about sixteen knots—is a 
great feat, showing, as it does, the improvement 
in ocean steamships that has been gradually go- 
ing on during the past decade. But rapid as 
that passage was, the traveling public, which 
is all the time increasing in number, will 
not rest satisfied with it. Seven or eight 
days on the ocean may not appear a long 
time to some people, particularly if the 
weather is fine and permits the usual pastimes, 
but to others—and these are decidedly in the 
majority—a week at sea means a week of un- 
pleasant existence if not downright misery, and 
the more it is possibie to shorten that period the 
more plentiful will be the biessings invoked 
upon the bead of him who shall be the author of 
such a boon. It is hardly needed to add that the 
great mercantile commuity and others inter- 
ested in the growing intercourse between the 
two continents would rejoice quite as much, if 
not more. than the traveler. It is assumed, how- 
ever, upon good authority, that the limit of high 
speed with the present model of ship's dull has 
been very nearly if notquite reached. The — 
tormance of the Alaska and the Arizona, bh 
constructed by the same shipbuiiding firm in 
Scotiand, goes a good way toward proving the 
truth of that assumption. 

A NEW DEPARTURE. 

A new departure would seem necessary, and 
an experiment in this direction appears to have 
been taken by Capt. C. G. Lundborg, a Swedish 
naval constructor, who brings forward a novel 
form of ship. Tie design and model shown are 
for an Atlantic express steamer, with ‘twin 
screws, capable, it is claimed, of steaming up- 
ward of twenty-one Knots. The dimensions of 
the pro vessel are: Length, feet; 

reatest breadth, 66 feet; draught of water at 

oad water line, 2% feet; displacement, 10,881 
tons. The propelling power is to consist of four 
com nd engines, two ou ac propeller shafts 
of 4,500 indicated horse-power each, being thus 
9.000 horse-power on each propeller, or in all 
18,000 indicated horse-power. The ship will bave 
accommodation for 600 first-class and 1,000 sec- 
ond and third class passengers, and carry about 
550 tons of mail-matter and express cargo, be- 
sides 2,700 tons of coal. The ship is designed to 
be built of steel, enormously strong, with 
double bottom and numerous waterticht com- 
partments, transverse and longitudinal, di- 
vidiog the hull into cells and making 
ber as unsinkabie as possible. ro- 

rtion of iength to breadth, being 
ess than seven to one, instead of ten or eleven 
to one as in most steamships of the present day, 
will, it is claimed, add to the strength of con- 
struction. As seen above water the vessel will 
not present any unusual appearance, but the 
immersed body of the bull is greatly different 
from anything yet attempted in the way ot ship- 
building. The main body of the hull, making up 
the greatest part of the displacement, is low 
down, with the greatest breudth of beam some 
fifteen or sixteen feet below the load- water line, 
terminating asternin a horizontal sternpost, 
through which the propeller shafts extend. This 
form of construction admits of great carryi 
capacity and ampie ce for the most powerfu 
engines, with admirabie lines and the finest pos- 
sibie entrance and run. and gives at the same 
time a perfect support to the propeller shatts, 
which run all the way inside the bull of the ship, 
and are therefore not, as usual. reposing on 
arms and brackets extending from the ship's 
side iato the water. As it appears evident that 
the euormou power need to drive large 
steamers at a very high speed through the water 
cannot be very well transmitted and used 
evonomicaliy upon one single screw, it will have 
tu be divided and applied upon two propeilers. 

The City of Kome, the Servia, and the Alaska 
require probably from 8,000 to 10,000 indicated 
horse-power to steam sixteen knots per hour, 
but Capt. Lundborg says in order to add four 
knots more to that speed, making it twenty 
knots, would—inasmuch as the power increases 
about as the cube of the speed—take nearly or 
quite twice that power, or from 16,000 to 2,000 
indicated horse- power. This, if the ships could 
conveniently carry and use the engines needed 
for developing such power, would hardly be at- 
tempted upon one singie propeller shaft. 

OTHER NEW FEATURES. 

Another distinctive feature of the invention 
is that the furward part of the vessel, or the 
bow, is most pointed and sharp in the load 
water line, thus reversingthe usual order. In 
other words, the water lines, which generally 
are the least sharp in the water edge, becoming 
more pointed or sharper toward the keel, are 
here sharpest in the water edge and 
grow fuiler toward the bottom. The effect 
of this, the inventor says, isto diminish the re- 
sistance, as the body of the water will, during 
the progress of the ship, be more easily split or 
ruptured in the surface, as proved by extensive 
experiments, and will also give greatly increased 
stability to the vessel, which will be more 
„ stiff’ in proportion as she is lightened, thus 
requiring no ballast or weightin her bottom in 
order to be moved about. The form of the bull 
below water will. it is alleged, tend to keep the 
ship steady, and less liable to pitch and roll than 
vessels of the general type—a very important 
feature indeed to the legion who are liable to 
seasickness. The propellers are situated some 
distance aft of the rudders (there being two of 
the latter, both being worked together) and will 
therefore work to the best advantage in un- 
broken “solid” water. 

It is Capt. Lundborg’s intention, in connection 
with Messrs. Charies L. Wrigat & Co., of this 
city, to form a regular line of Amerivan-built 

assenger and mail steamers between New 

Fork and Liverpool that will surpass in speed 

and comfort anything yet afloat.

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INDIANA POLITICS. 


Calkins to Run Again—Liquor Legisla- 
tion. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 22.—There is a re- 
port from Warsaw that the Hon. W. H. Caikins 
has reconsidered his determination, frequently 
expressed, and will heed a unanimous cali from 
his old district to be again a candidate for Con- 
gress. There has been no formal announcement, 
but it is quietly understood that this is the shape 
matters are now taking since the peremptory 
declination of Mr. Colfax, and that Mr. Calkins 
will be unanimously nominated, accept the race, 
and thus, of course, remove himself from the 
canvass for the Governorship. Another reason 
for this is doubtless that Maj. Calkins’ position 
on the submission of the temperance amend- 
ment to the people would not be satisfactory to 
the State Convention. So far as it is possibie to 
discount an event yet to occur, it is settled that 
the Republicans will favor the amendment 
going to the people, while Maj. Calkins does 
pot agree with that policy. In this he is sup- 
ported by some others, as Gen. John Coburn 
Gen. A. D. Streight of this city, both of 
whom have been named as possible Guberna- 
torial candidates. Among the Republicans of 
the State, outside two or three large cities where 
the liquor interest is strong, there is developing 
a bitter feeling of opposition to the dictation 
and arrogance of the Liquor-Seilers League, 
at whose instance the Dewoecratic party here 
took ground in opposition to the submission of 
the amendment. The action of the liquor- 
sellers in Obio on the Pond bill and the Smith 
Sunday-Closing bill bas intensitied the feeling 
in the State, and there is a general disposition 
to test the question whether politics shali be 
managed exclusively by any special ciassof 
people, and particulary by a class which 
makes a virtue of defying the law, no matter 
what sort of a law it may be, if it appears to in- 
terfere in any way with their personal feelings 
or business selfishness. That is the sbape the is- 
sue is taking here—not a question of probibi- 
tion or non-prohivition, of temperance or not. 
but whether the people will abdicate their po- 
litical functions to the liquoer-seliers of the 
country.
